CSULB accepts bids for 
campus shuttle providers 


The contract details 
will be announced 
mid-June.

Cal.State Long Beach’s Parking 
and Transportation Services is ac- 
cepting bids for a new contract for 
its shuttle system, a system that As- 
sociated Students Inc. Vice President 
Jonathon Bolin said is in danger of 
being drastically cut. 

The university’s current contract 
with Silverado Stages, Inc. is set to 
expire within a few months. Accord- 
ing to Operations Officer for De- 
partment of Financial Services Neil 
Iacono, bidding for the new shuttle 
contract is a prescribed process. 

“Silverado [Stages, Inc.] is bidding 


as well as other vendors, and we’re 
treating everyone equally,” Iacono 
said. 
In March, Bolin said the shuttle 
system was in danger of facing cuts. 
“T think what the [Parking and 
Transportation Services’s] plan is 
[to] just cut them and cut them ... un- 
til there’s really no need for shuttles 
anymore,” Bolin said. 

According to Parking and Trans- 
portation Services (PTS) Manager 
Carolyn Weidell, however, the uni- 
versity has no plans to reduce shuttle 
service in the future. 

“We’re not planning to cut any- 
thing,” Weidell said in March. “We’re 
not planning to reduce [shuttle] ser- 
vice.” 

According to Weidell, shuttle fees 
could increase, decrease or remain 
the same, depending on the new con- 
tract. ; 

“Right now, Parking and Transpor- 
tation Services are going through a 
renegotiation of the contract,” Bolin 
said. “Our fees are going to go up if 
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Aisa Wone | Daity 49eR 
Parking and Transportation Services plans to sign a new 
contract for the shuttle services in mid-June.

According to the contract between 
Silverado Stages, Inc. and CSULB, 
the operating fees for Residential

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ASI Board of 
Control votes 
for potential 
fee increase

The Associated Students Inc. Board 
of Control voted unanimously at last 
week’s meeting to pass a resolution 
that would increase the ASI fee by 
roughly 36 percent. Only four of the 
seven voting members were present at 
the meeting. 

The resolution will be submitted as 
a recommendation to the Student Fee 
Advisory Committee for approval, 
and, if approval is granted, a refer- 
endum will be placed on the ballot in 
spring 2014, according to ASI Presi- 
dent John Haberstroh.

the hourly rate for the RLC shuttle was 
$42.50, according to the contract between 
Silverado Stages, Inc. and CSULB. 

Currently, the hourly rate for an on 
campus and RLC shuttle is $57.96, ac- 
cording to the contract. 

Bolin said he learned of the possible 
shuttle fee increases from a presenta- 
tion at a November meeting for PTS of- 
ficials. The presentation was conducted 
by CSULB Master’s of Business Ad- 
ministration students, Bolin said. 

As part of their campaign platform, 
Bolin and ASI President John Haber- 
stroh proposed that ASI purchase the 
shuttle system and hire students to op- 
erate the shuttles.

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“We can ... take over the shuttles and 
get them run by student drivers,” Bolin 
said in March. “We really want to save 
the shuttles ... Without this, they’re go- 
ing to disintegrate into nothing.” 

According to Weidell, CSULB 
doesn’t have plans to independently op- 
erate the shuttle system. 

“If we owned the shuttle service, 
we’d probably consider [using the stu- 
dent drivers],” Weidell said. 

As CSULB still accepts bids for 
the shuttle contract, Bolin said he and 
Haberstroh hope to meet with PTS 
about shuttle contract negotiations. 

“Right now, we’re looking to sit in 
on the re-negotiation meetings,” Bolin 
said.

ASI will host a Green 
Technology Expo 
today to promote 
alternative power.

In an effort to minimize its ecologi- 
cal footprint, Cal State Long Beach 
has made it a priority to “go green” 
and evolve into an environmentally 
sustainable campus. 

“CSULB remains focused and de- 
termined to implement changes to 
make the campus more sustainable,” 
CSULB Energy and Sustainability 
Manager Paul Wingco said via email. 

According to the 2010 greenhouse 
gas inventory report, CSULB’s emis- 
sions of greenhouse gases for the year 
were 29,516 metric tons of carbon di- 
oxide equivalent, most of which came 
from the electricity used to power the 
campus. On June 24, 2010, President F. 
King Alexander approved a resolution 
to decrease greenhouse gas emissions, 
promote sustainable transportation 
options and adopt environmentally re- 
sponsible purchasing methods. 

“Beginning with the development 
of its first-ever climate action plan to 
reduce greenhouse gas emissions, the 
campus community will be asked to 
support and make changes ... that pro- 
mote environmental, economic and 
social sustainability,’ Wingco said. 

According to the 2012 CSULB sus- 


tainability agenda, electric vehicle 
chargers have been installed in Park- 
ing Structure 1. Water bottle filling 
stations and bike repair stations have 
been installed across campus, and so- 
lar panels currently power three build- 
ings, including Brotman Hall. 
Drought tolerant plants and drip 
irrigation systems also cover several 
landscape areas to reduce water con- 
sumption, and future plans listed on 
the agenda include the installation of 
LED lights on East Campus Drive.

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LOS ANGELES — University of 
California, Los Angeles chemistry 
professor Patrick Harran on Friday 
was ordered to stand trial on felony 
charges stemming from a laboratory 
fire that killed staff research assistant 
Sheharbano “Sheri” Sangji more than 
four years ago. 

Los Angeles Superior Court Judge 
Lisa Lench denied a defense motion 
to dismiss the case, which is believed 
to be the first such prosecution in- 
volving a U.S. academic lab accident. 

Harran is charged with willfully 
violating state occupational health 
and safety codes and faces up to four 
years in prison if convicted. 

“We fully expect to vindicate Pro- 
fessor Harran,” his attorney, Thomas 
O’Brien, said after the hearing. “This 
was an accident, a tragic accident. We 
have always maintained that, as the 
University of California has, and we 
expect him to be vindicated.” 

Sangji, 23, was not wearing a pro- 
tective lab coat Dec. 29, 2008, when a 
plastic syringe she was using to transfer 
t-butyl lithium from one sealed con- 
tainer to another came apart, spewing 
a chemical compound that ignites when 
exposed to air. She suffered extensive 
burns and died 18 days later. 

Harran, 43, is accused of failing to 
correct unsafe work conditions in a 
timely manner, to require clothing ap- 
propriate for the work being ‘done and to 
provide proper chemical safety training. 

From the outset, he and UCLA have 
cast Sangji’s death as an accident and 
said she was an experienced chemist 
who was trained in the experiment and 
chose not to wear a protective lab coat.

Harran’s lawyers sought to bolster 
those contentions during a preliminary 
hearing that spanned several days late 
last year and in a written motion to dis- 
miss the felony charges or have them 
reduced to misdemeanors. 

Among other things, they argued that 
Harran believed that Sangji, who had 


graduated just five months earlier from 
Pomona College in Claremont with a 
bachelor’s degree in chemistry, was ad- 
equately trained by a previous employer 
and by a senior researcher in Harran’s lab. 

Prosecutors countered that there is 
no evidence that Harran or anyone else 
trained Sangji in the handling of the 


chemicals. 
“The bottom line with regard to the 


lack of training provided by defendant - 


Harran is that, if victim Sangji had been 
properly trained ... victim Sangji would be 
alive today,” they wrote in court papers.

semester in ASI fees. Under the pro- 
posed resolution, the fee would increase 
by $16 for a total of $60 per semester, ac- 
cording to ASI Treasurer Jose Espeleta. 

Agatha Gucyski, College of Business 
Administration senator and ASI trea- 
surer for 2012-13, said that the purpose 
of this resolution is to improve services 
for students — such as club grants, work 
grants or scholarships — and maintain 
the facilities that ASI is responsible for, 
like the Soroptimist House, the Isabel 
Patterson Child Development Center 
and the Recycling Center. 

The last time ASI increased fees was 
in 2000. The total fee revenue available 
for allocation in the 2012-13 ASI budget 
was $3.1 million. It is estimated the new 
fee increase will bring in an additional 
$1.2 million in funding to the ASI budget. 
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Some members of the Cal State 
University Board of Trustees may 
soon not have to a make a trip to 
the CSU Chancellor’s Office every 
other month to have a voice at the 
Board’s meetings. 

Assembly Bill 46 passed last 
week in committee with a vote of 
9 to 3 to allow ex-officio members 
of the Board — including the 
governor, lieutenant governor, as- 
sembly speaker and superintendent 
of public instruction — to send 
delegates to the meetings to vote in 
their name. 

Before the bill, if ex-officio 
members couldn’t attend the meet- 
ing, their vote was not counted. 

With the bill’s passage, the major

will 
still have a voice on CSU matters, 
regardless of their presence at the 
meetings. 

The Daily 49er editorial board 
welcomes this change to the Board 
meetings. The ex-officio members sit 
next to Chancellor Timothy P. White, 
and their voices are important for 
California’s higher education. 

The ex-officio members are also 
busy people and must attend other 
meetings across the state. Having 
a delegate, on occasion, to vote in 
their place is reasonable. 

The new bill also grants ab- 
sentee voting for student trustees. 
There are two student trustees that 
sit on the Board, and they each 
serve staggered two-year terms. 
The student trustees are allowed to 
vote only in their second year. 

Before, if the senior student trust- 
ee was unable to attend the Board 


meeting, no student trustee would be able to vote. In other words, the 


student voice would not be heard. 


The new bill, however, allows for the junior student trustee to 
vote in place of the other, which is really just common sense. 
Overall, this bill just seems to clean up minor difficulties for the

George Jones’s influence on country music shouldn't be forgotten 


The nights will get a little colder, the sun will 
shine a little less, and his music won’t sound quite 
the same. 

After spending nearly 60 years recording coun- 
try music and-entertaining millions, superstar 
George Jones passed away last week after being 
admitted to a local hospital in Nashville, Tenn. 

While many of today’s generation have little 
knowledge of the often drunk troubled superstar, 
his importance and contributions to country 
music cannot be underestimated. 

Since his first hit “Why Baby Why” in 1955, 
Jones was known as one of the “outlaws” in 
country music. 

Often drunk or high, Jones’s off-stage antics 
contributed to his image of “No-Show Jones,” 
when he missed 54 concert dates in 1979, accord- 
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ing to the New York Times. 

Despite his often-comical antics, when he once 
commandeered a drivable lawnmower to get 
booze because he was too drunk to drive his car, 
Jones’s ability to convey the emotions in the mu- 
sic he was singing was unrivaled in the business. 

Songs like “He Stopped 
Loving Her Today,” “A Good 
Year For The Roses” and “The 
Grand Tour” are emotional 
testaments to a genre of music 
that once was great. 

Between the 1950s and 1970s, country music, 
with icons like Jones, was reserved for the lonely 
and heartbroken. 

Jones, a mirror of his own personal demons 
and bad choices, sang of personal troubles that 
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could chill anyone. 

Like a man at the end of his rope, Jones sang 
as if there was no tomorrow. The future did not 
exist for Jones, only the specters and demons of 
the past. 

By contributing music to the birth of the 

country genre, following Hank 
Williams’s death in 1953, Jones

the music of a generation. 

Before country became 
identified as the music of the broken-hearted, 
Jones sang of inner turmoil that would become 
commonplace in the subjects of country music 
songs. 

Without icons like him, who lived and breathed 

the songs they sang, country music would have 
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likely fizzled out. 

During one of his many resurgence periods, 
Jones sang in a 1999 song called “Choices.” 

The lyrics, often haunting, reflected Jones’s 
battles with drugs and alcohol and how he was 
paying for the choices he made. 

“There were loved ones, but I turned them all 
away,” Jones sang. “Now I’m living and dying 
with the choices I made.” 

Country music, though a shred of what it used 
to be, will surely notice Jones’s loss. 

Jones was more than a man; he was a legend 
whose legacy will live on for countless genera- 
tions.

Arthur Newman’ is more boring than watching golf 


The film is dull, predictable 
and will be immediately 
forgotten.

Old man meets young woman. Old man falls in 
love with young woman. Sex ensues. 

The three aforementioned plot points, often the 
linchpin of modern independent films, could not 
have been presented in a more boring way in the new 
film “Arthur Newman.” 

The tale of two hopeless individuals, Colin Firth 
and Emily Blunt, “Arthur Newman” begins with 
Newman (Firth) paying $3,000 to a shady figure-in 
order to purchase the identity of a dead man. 

In order to escape his troubled past, Newman be- 
gins on a cross-country journey in an old Mercedes 
to find his new identity. 

Along the way, trouble ensues when Newman 
meets Mike (Blunt), who has also stolen someone’s 
identity. 

Their journey to Illinois, where Newman hopes to 


make it as a golf pro, is filled with crazy, ridiculous 
antics. 

The tale of two lost souls who embark on a cross- 
country sex-filled love affair had potential, but ulti- 
mately fell through in the last half. 

While the themes about finding one’s real identity 
are extremely relatable, “Arthur Newman” failed to 
connect with the audience emotionally. 

Instead of manifesting itself as a feature film, “Ar- 
thur Newman” felt more like a documentary about a 
boring man who does boring things: 

A change in direction, or intent, would have 
served the film well. 

With its often-dark gray lens, “Arthur Newman” 
left audiences bored, depressed and hopeless. 

In the trailers, “Arthur Newman” presented it- 


self as a fresh romantic comedy with two of Britain’s 
finest actors. 

In reality, the film was more of an introspective 
drama that asked big questions but answered none 
of them. 

Questioning life’s existence was the film’s ambi- 
tion, though the last half failed to answer the seem- 
ingly unanswerable question. 

Despite its numerous shortcomings, “Arthur 
Newman” did have a few redeemable qualities. 

Firth and Blunt excelled at portraying their re- 
spective characters, with Firth giving a memorable 
performance as the boring, depressed character. 

Blunt, whose portrayal rivaled her roles in “Wild 
Target” and “Looper,” was equally as good. 

It’s clear that the two actors had a chemistry to- 
gether, although the film did not do enough to let it 
grow. 

More improvisation rather than forced lines of 
stupid dialogue would have made the film more 
memorable and inspiring. 

Whether the film’s intention was to perplex, mys- 
tify or entertain audiences is unclear. 

Combining existentialist questions, awkward sex 
scenes and lame dialogue made “Arthur Newman” 
easily forgettable. 

Like so many failed romantic comedies before 
it, the film will be relegated to gathering dust in the 
value bins in a video store.

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Men’s volleyball loses to BYU in MPSF final, misses NCAA tournament 


The 49ers are left out of the NCAA tournament despite beating second-seeded UC Irvine in the MPSF tournament semifinals.

For the Long Beach State men’s vol- 
leyball team, the last week of the 2012- 
13 season was one that felt like a roll- 
ercoaster ride of emotions, ultimately 
ending with LBSU missing out on the 
at-large bid into the NCAA tournament. 

LBSU started its Mountain Pa- 
cific Sports Federation tournament 
campaign by handily defeating sixth- 
ranked Stanford in the quarterfinals at 
the Walter Pyramid. 

It was then off to Provo, Utah where 
LBSU took on its not-so distant rival, 
UC Irvine. The Anteaters were seeded 
second over the third-seeded ‘Niners 


and had beaten LBSU in all three of 
their regular-season games, 

However, true to the nature of a play- 
off match, both teams. went blow for 
blow all the way through the fifth and 
final set of the night. 

“We were really closing the net, 
making plays and keeping pressure on 
them,” junior Connor Olbright said. 

In the fifth set, LBSU maintained a 
slight lead up until UCI tied the match 
at 14 apiece. 

From there it was a seesaw battle in 
extra points as both teams exhausted 
their efforts to reach a two-point advan- 
tage and end the match. 

Finally, on its fifth match point oppor- 
tunity, LBSU was able to seal the victory 
with a double block from junior Taylor 
Crabb and freshman Taylor Gregory. 

The win was the ‘Niners’ seventh 


straight, and it earned them a spot in the 
finals of the MPSF tournament against 
host and top-seeded BYU. 


“Probably one of the biggest wins of 


my career,” Olbright said. 

For LBSU’s players, the victory over 
UCI was a testament to the long season 
of hard work in the gym, preparation 
before matches and dedication to one 
another. 

“Everyone’s pretty ecstatic,” junior 
Ian Satterfield said. “It’s just a great 
experience. I wouldn’t trade it for the 
world.” 

The 49ers took to the Smith Field- 
house once again Saturday night for 
the championship match of the MPSF 
tournament, a match that would see the 
winner getting an automatic spot in the 
four-tean NCAA tournament. 

In the first set, LBSU exchanged the 


lead with BY U all the way up into extra 
points, when a BYU service ace gave 
the Cougars the 28-26 win. 

Both teams gave exceptional efforts 
in the match, but in the end LBSU came 
up short to the hometown Cougars. 

“Tt played out exactly like we thought 
as far as the type of match it was going 
to be,” LBSU head coach Alan Knipe 
said. “They were all close games, and 
you have to give BYU credit. They ex- 
ecuted at the most crucial times.” 

Sets two and three saw BYU coming 
out on top 25-22, putting an end to the 
‘Niners’ MPSF tournament run. 

Crabb and Olbright were named to 
the MPSF All-Tournament team for 
their high caliber of play throughout 
the week. 

With the loss, the ‘Niners were left 
relying on an at-large bid to gain en- 


trance into the NCAA tournament. 

On Sunday at noon, to the dismay of 
the 49ers, the NCAA selection commit- 
tee gave UCI the at-large bid into the 
NCAA tournament. The tournament 
will be held at UCLA’s Pauley Pavilion. 

For LBSU it signified the end of its 
2012-13 season. The 49ers finished with 
a 24-7 overall record and are currently 
ranked second in the nation. 

“Tm incredibly proud of our guys. 
They played really well,” Knipe said. 

The ‘Niners will look to the final 
chapter of this season not as ending 
on a bad note, but as playing some of 
its best volleyball and coming up just 
short. They’ll undoubtedly use this as 
a springboard for success next year, 
returning with a squad that has the po- 
tential to reach national championship 
aspirations.

The series started in the worst way 
possible for the Dirtbags. Starting 
pitcher Shane Carle gave up five runs 
in the first inning, and though the Dirt- 
bags were able to respond with three 
runs in the second, they couldn’t over- 
come the early deficit and lost 8-5. 

“Putting us in a hole early was a lit- 
tle tough,” Buckley said. “It was a little 
disappointing, but it wasn’t as far apart 
as the score seemed, that’s for sure.” 

LBSU came back by taking a 3-2 
win in game two of the series. The 
Dirtbags rode six strong innings by 
starting pitcher Jake Stassi and entered 
the seventh with a 2-0 lead. Cal Poly 
was able to rally, though, and it tied the 
game with a pair of runs in the seventh. 

The Dirtbags didn’t let the game stay 
tied for long. Avila was able to hit a sac- 
rifice fly to center field to bring home the 
winning run in the bottom of the eighth. 

“I was just trying to execute and 
make sure we got a guy in,” Avila said. 

While the series win keeps the Dirt- 
bags in the hunt for the Big West title, 
they will have to complete the season 
without shortstop Michael Hill. Hill, 
who is the team leader in home runs 
and has a .336 batting average, broke 
his leg late in Tuesday’s 11-1 win over 
UCLA. 

“He went to field right before the 
grass, came up to throw and then kind 
of came up [limping], so it was really 
kind of a freak deal,” Buckley said. 
“They thought it was a high ankle 
sprain to start, but then they got some 
X-rays, and it was a really small break,

a hairline type of break on the tibia.” 
Replacing Hill at shortstop is Jeff 
McNeil, who has played shortstop, 
second base and center field at differ- 
ent points this year.

Next up for the Dirtbags is a home 
game against Loyola Marymount on 
Tuesday. They will then head to Cal 
State Fullerton for a three-game series 
against the conference-leading Titans. 


Women's water polo sets 
school record for wins 


The 49ers claim their 
25th win and finishes 
in third at the Big 
West tournament.

No one could doubt that the Long 
Beach State women’s water polo team 
was on to something special this season. 

There was only a question as to 
where it would wind up, and as it 
turned out, the final destination ended 
up being a school record for wins in a 
single season. 

“This is fantastic,’ head coach 
Gavin Arroyo said. “It’s been a chal- 
lenge, and it’s a really nice thing for 
the girls.” 

The 49ers took third place in this 
weekend’s conference tournament 
and are currently ranked No. 10 in the 
country. 

Sunday’s win over No. 8 San Diego 
State marked LBSU’s 25th win of the 
season. It broke the previous mark 
from 2003, when the 49ers went 24-8 
under Ricardo Azevedo. 

Junior goalkeeper Kelly Ringel re- 
corded eight saves and junior Coriann 
Snyder delivered her fifth hat-trick of 


the season in the win. 

Ringel finished the season with 274 
saves, 12 shy of Kristen Stragier’s 
LBSU record set in 2008. 

LBSU beat No. 14 Cal State North- 
ridge on Friday but dropped its semi- 
final match in the Big West Tourna- 
ment, effectively ending the team’s 
chances to go to Boston and pursue 
the NCAA championship. 

“Our goal is to be in the hunt for 
the Big West title every year,” Arroyo 
said of his plans for the program. 

The 49ers sank six ranked teams 
this year. The team also went on a 14- 
game winning streak midway through 
the season. 

The streak. included first place finish- © 
es at the Frozen Four in Bloomington, 
Ind., the Posada Royale and the Clare- 
mont Convergence. The three tourna- 
ment wins were the first for LBSU since 
the 49ers won all three of their matches 
in the LBSU Classic in 2008. 

Most of the team will return after 
this season, including the 49ers’ top 
three scorers. Junior Chelsea Parks 
led LBSU with 60 goals, freshman 
Christina Kotsia scored 50 goals, 


_and Snyder added 39 goals to aid the 


49ers’ attack. 

Sunday’s game was the final one for 
three LBSU seniors. Melissa Mathe- 
son, Julie Lantz and Claire Martin 
may have played their final games, but 
their legacies were certainly estab- 
lished with the record-setting season. 


Women’s tennis wins third straight Big West championship 


Long Beach State defeats UC Irvine 4-1 to earn 
an automatic bid to the NCAA tournament.

The second-seeded 49ers were 
crowned Big West champions for the 
third consecutive year on Sunday after 
upsetting top-seeded UC Irvine with a 
4-1 victory. 

Head coach Jenny Hilt-Costello ig- 
nored each team’s seeded positions, 
however, and said that the matchup fea- 
tured two even teams. 

“Most people know Irvine thought it 
was an upset,” Hilt-Costello said. “We 
went into it thinking that we had a le- 
gitimate shot to beat them.” 


The victory not only extended 
LBSU’s season with an NCAA tour- 
nament berth but also snapped UCI’s 
(22-4) 20-match win streak. The 
49ers (21-3) increased their own win- 
ning streak to 13 and have now won 
the conference title nine of the last 
10 years. 

LBSU had a rocky start, falling be- 
hind in all three doubles matches at one 
point, but it was able to earn the team’s 
first point of the match with two 8-6 
victories. 

The 49ers defeated the Anteaters 
with three singles wins, capped off by 
a surging come-from-behind effort by 
senior Sarah Cantlay, who beat UCI’s 
Franziska Goettsching 5-7, 6-0 and 
6-1. 


The two teams met once in the 
regular season, when LBSU lost 4-3. 
Hilt-Costello said that now, with a few 
lineup alterations and more practice, 
the team was in a better position for the 
rematch. 

“We felt that we were a different 
team now than we were when we played 
them back in February,” Hilt-Costello 
said, “and that we had a shot in every 


’ position to win, so we thought we had a 


good shot to take the title.” 

After a 4-0 sweep of UC Davis 
in Friday’s semifinals and a 4-1 win 
over Santa Barbara on Saturday, Hilt- 
Costello said her players felt more con- 
fident than they had all season going 
into Sunday’s championship against 
UC Irvine. 

LBSU is still waiting to find out 
whom it will face in this week’s NCAA 
tournament. Hilt-Costello said she ex- 
pects to find out by Tuesday.
